SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


— — — 


The Inevitable Result of Usirg Coal 
Oil About Stoves. 


A WOMAN PROBAGLY FATALLY BURNED 


House Burned to the Grousd and 


Another Partially Comsamed—A 
Terrible reset Agony. 


Yesterday afternoon another fearful 
accident occurred at 119 Hill street, re- 
sulting from the use of coal oil for 
kindling a fire. Mrs. Froelich, the wife 
dit the Captain of the Police, was proba- 
bly fatally burned, the house was com- 
pletely destroyed, and an adjoining 
house greatly injured. A reporter of 
the Times visited the scene of the fire 
shortly after its occurrence, and learned 
the following facts concerning this dis- 
treasing affair, It appears that Mrs. 
Froelich, {contrary to the wishes and 
warnings of her husband, had persisted 
in the use of coal oil for kindling the 
fires. She had never before poured the 
oil into the stove when there was any | 
fire in it, and did not intend to this 
time, but the hour for getting the 
dinner had arrived and she took up a 
smal) can filled with oil and had just 
commenced pouring it in when some 
unconsumed embers flared up, the 
flame reached the can end instantly the 
whole room was ablaze and the uofor- 
tunate woman wrapped in flames 
She rushed in intense agony into the 
yard, screaming for help, aud her eldest 
son, a lad of some seventeen years, 
came to ber assistance. He procured a 
blanket and tried to wrap it around her, 
but in her agony she struggled so that 
it was im ble to overcome the 
flames. ortunately a tub of water 
was close at hand into this the un- 
fortunate woman was plunged. The 
fire was at last put out, she was re- 
moved to a neighbor's bouse and medi- 


In the mean time, the neighbors res- 
oued the two little children in the house 
by bursting open the doors and snatob- 
ing them from the flames. Neither 
was injared in the slightest. The house 
and all it contained was consumed in a 
few moments, aud despite the efforts of 
the Fire Department, the adjoining 
house, the Property of Mra. Pan! Schu- 
ially consumed. 
This was occupied by Mr. Wildy, the 
surveyor, who was absent at the time, 
only bis sister, Mra. Edwards, being 
present. The furniture and housebold 
goods were saved, somewhat damaged 
by water. 
Capt Froelich was soon at the scene 
of the disaster and deeply grieved when 
he learned that the hopes entertained 
of his wife's recovery were very slight 
Mrs. Froelich was literally burned from 
head to foot, and the skin peeled off in 
great flakes. She was conscious all the 
time, and her -ufferings were intense, 
bat she said little, only rejoicing at the 
safety of the children. It seems almost 
impossible that she should recover. 
She says she inhaled the dames twice, 
which in itself would ptobabiy lead to « 
fatal termination. 

Both houses were fully insured, Capt 
Froelich's in McNélly's companies, and 
Mrs. Schumecber’s in the Californias 
Insarance Company. Both were smal! 
frame structures, worth from $800 . 
$1.000 each. 

At ll p. W. pews was reocived at the 
police that Mra. Froelich was very 
low and not expected to live till moru- 


ing.
